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The execution of three Norwegian patriots in Bergen on August 11th by a German 
firing squad has provoked a literally nation-wide wave of bitterness and anger against 
the Nazis in Norway, according to word just received here. Charged with having 
journeyed secretly to England and procured short-wave sending sets, and with having 
returned to Norway to organize information service for the British, three Norwegians 
— Pritjof Pedersen, Alf Konrad Lindeberg and M. Basmussen — were caught and senten- 
ced to death as spies. 

A great "freeze-out" campaign against the 'German forces of occupation is rapidly 
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is declared to be the chief reason for the recent harsh measures taken by TSrboven 
and the chief of the German secret police. 

"Prepare for the day to come!" reads one appeal, "And in the meantime treat 
Germans and quislings as if they were non-existent." The following rules of behavior 
for patriots are then given: 

1. "Hever stop to look at German troopfe marching past and never listen to 
German bands." 

2. “Never look at Germans, and never show them any friendliness if you are 
forced to have anything to do with them." 

3. "Do not speak a single word and do not perform a single act that may be 

useful to the Germans " 

Another of these documents exhorts all Norwegians to remember that a state of 
war exists between Norway and Germany 'and that those who forget this will same day be 
called to account. "All of you will be remembered on the day of reckoning. So for 
your own sake and for your children's sake, play your part — great or small — to 
increase the high respect end esteem which the Norwegian people have already won in 
all free nations of the world."

NORWEGIAN NURSES RESIGN. .IN ANTI-NAZI PROimaT 

When the Well-known president of the "Norwegian Nurses’ Association",. Miss Berta 
Helgeatad, was removed from office hy the Nazis a short time ago, the directors, the 
office staff and almost all of the Association’s 3,700 members immediately resigned 
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" WE SHAH. MOT LET NORWAY DOWN" . . . . 

Speaking on the Norwegian Broadcasting Service program from Station WHOL on 
August 10th, Senator Arthur CAPPER, veteran law-maker and newspaper publisher from the 
state of Kansas, told the people of Norway that they are "setting before the whole 
world an example of a steadfast and whole-hearted national unity. " 

After praising the good qualities of Norwegian-Americans in Kansas, Senator 
Capper said that he was not surprised that Norwegians at home chose to fight for their 
"dearly won economic progress and spiritual freedom". "For that," he declared, "is 
what your descendants in Kansas would have done, and that is what every true American 
would do today?" 

The United States Senator went on to say that what astonished him as he read the 
news from Norway these days was "the nationwide extent, the inexhaustible variety and 
the bold nature" of Norwegian resistance to the Nazi invaders. "Perhaps we Americans," 
admitted Senator Capper, "are too prone to think that once a military victory has been 
won, then everything is over for the nation thus defeated. If so, the example of Nor- 
way is a most valuable lesson to us." And after praising the military resistance of 
Norway to the Nazi juggernaut, he expressed his amazement over the fact that "the un- 
armed farmers and fishermen, children and old folks, the workmen and teachers, the 
clergymen and doctors of Norway have since defeated with spiritual weapons that Ger- 
man army of occupation " 

"You can be sure of this," Senator Capper told his listeners, "that when you 
perform those deeds of resistance, those exploits on behalf of freedom of body and 
soul, that when you defiantly cling to the civilization which is rightfully yours, we 
in America hear about it and we thrill with admiration." As an example, he mentioned 
the incident at the Lincoln statue in Oslo on July Fourth, when patriotic Norwegians 
beat up Nazi storm troopers who tried to remove flowers from the statue, and quoted 
an editorial in the Bir mingham (Alabama) Age Herald to the effect that this incident 
placed a moral responsibility upon America and that Americans could not let these 
people down. 

"Let me say right here and now," continued the Senator from Kansas, "that we 
R b a 1 1 not let these people down. We Americans are not going to abandon the brave 
people of Norway, of Denmark, of Holland and the other occupied countries . There may 
be differences of opinion here in the United States, there nay be doubt as to ways and 
means, but of one thing we are all certain: the people of the small peace-loving de - 

mocracies deserve our help and they shall have it at the earliest possible opportunity . "
